Whilst . commenting . favourably 
on the resourceful and daring 
action of, the officers in. re-taking 
possession of the ship, the roport 
states that the impression’ ‘was 
created in the evidence heard: that 
the Piracy Prevention Regulations 
were not taken very serlously 
among the officers and that there 
was a false sense of security on

subject of reference. - The Commis. 
sion recommends the rescission of 
the pregent Regulations and out- 
lines a scheme of co-operation with 
officers:and owners, , 

The Commission, identifies itself | 
with a memorandum of Lieut. Com- 
mander Pitcairn ‘ Jones, « D.S.C,, 
R.N., regarding the Minority: Re- 
port (of January, 1925) in which 
bhe' writer states that the Minority, 
Report appears to base its conten- 
tions on the ertoneous assumption, 
that the duty of defending a mer- 
chant ship against attack lay pri- 
marily with the Royal Navy; in the 
second place with the Government; 
and in the'third place—(this, Lieut. 
Commander Pitcairn Jones states, 
was only touched upon once‘in the 
whole of: the Minority report and 
was at once dismissed as being im- 
practicable}—with the master and 
officers of the ships.

The victim of a “put up job,” 
Chinese'was on Saturday discharg- 
ed. by Mr, R. E. Lindsell on a 
charge of possession of a dagger. 
He was arrested ‘by u District 
Watchman in High Street, West 
Point, on April ll. 

Mr. Leo d’Almada, Tor the detonss 
pleaded “guilty” but said accused 
had no felonious intent. He added 
that the weapon found in the ac- 
cused’s possession could not .ac- 
curately be described as a dagger. 
He ‘admitted that he did not know 
of any definite description of a 
dagger, but he thought that it was 
generaliy xac¢eapted that a dagger 
had some sort ‘of ‘a’ protection be- 
tween the handle and the blade. 
The. weapon produced was just a 
sort of knife, However, he had no 
option but to admit possession of. a 
weapon of sort, but he would like 
to point out that since his. arrest 
nécused had given ‘the Police every 
assistance in the investigation of 
the case and explained fully how ‘he 
had come to be in poaseasion of the 
knife. The Police, Mr. d’Almada 
understood, was not pressing the 
case, but it his Worship felt that 
he must impose some penalty, he 
would ask his Worship to deal with 
the aceused Ieniently in view of the 
fact that accused had assisted the 
Police. Also, Mr.‘ d'Almada ‘asked 
the . Magistrate to take into con- 
sideration the two weeks that the 
accused had been detained (he 
could not find bail) during the in- 
vestigation of the case, 


‘Mr. King told the Magistrate that 


the Police had gone carefully into 
the case and were satisfied that ac- 
cused had no felonious intent. ‘Ac- 
cused struck him (Mr. King) os a 
man of dull intellect who.-had been 
made a fool of by certain parties 
to further their own ends, The 
weapon in question was 2 butchers’ 
knife used for cutting meat. Ac- 
cused had taken possession’ of it 
quite innocently, and_ the Police 
would be satisfied if his Worship 
would: discharge accused with a 
caution in future not to allow him: 
self to be made a foo) of,
